It is false economy, penny-wise and pound foolish, to refrain from the 
necessary expenditure for good roads and then, as individual citizens and tax- 
payers, pay out many times the amount in loss of valuable time, huge bills 
for repairs to expensive cars, and enormous waste in the use of gasoline and 
oll, all of which is the Inevitable result of bad roads. And every farmer 
knows the loss he sustains when forced to haul a half-load of grain many 
niles to an eleyator because of the state of the roads, as compared with 
the hauling of a full load in less time, and at less labor for his horses, over 
a good road.

Prairie Breaking 
Results of Valuable Experiment Made 
In Saskatchewan. 

Interesting data regarding prairie 
breaking are forthcoming from an in- 
terim report ofthe Superintendent of 
the Dominion Experimental Station ar 
Scott, Saskatchewan. An experiment 
began in 1918, and five plots were 
broken each — season. Three plots 
were cultivated the same: year they 
were broken Of the remaining two, 


one was broken deep and kept culti 
vated, the other w broken shallow 
and backset late in the summer. The 
first year the three plots broken in 
spring were sown to oats and peas for 
green feeding, yielding 2,170 Ib. per 
acre, to flax (extra cultivation) yield- 
ing 7 bushels 48 lb. per acre, and to 
flax (ordinary cultivation) yielding 7 
bushels 23 lb. per acre. The fourth

An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Hougehoid Management. 


So many readers have asked for 
tried-out recipes for pickles and pre- 
serves that I offer herewith the best 
I could find after a thorough search. 


Tomato Catsup. * 

Twelve ripe tomatoes, 3 medium 
to small onions, blt of garlic the size 
of a pea, 4 green peppers, 2. table- 
spoons of brown sugar, 2 tablespoons 
ginger, 1 tablespoon cinnamon, 1 table- 
spoon mustard, 1*nutmeg grated, 3 
cups vinegar. 

All measurements should be taken 
level. A standard half-pint measur- 
ing cup is used, 

To make the catsup, peal the to- 
matoes and _ onions. Chop ~ the 
onion and peppers fine. Cook all the 
ingredients together slowly for three 
hours, or until soft and broken, Stir 
frequently. If desired the mixture 
may be strained before bottling. Cork 
while hot. Dip the corked end of the 
bottle into melted paraffin or shoemak- 
er’s wax. ‘The bottles should, of 
course, be sterilized by boiling twenty 
minutes before being filled. 


Vegetable Pickle. 

Twenty large ripe tomatoes, 6 large 
onions, 4 large stalks celery, % cup 
sugar, 1 large red pepper, 4 table- 
spoons salt, 2 cups vinegar. 

Chop the vegetables, add the salt 
and vinegar and cook for two hours, 
Then add the sugar. Allow it to 
reach the boiling point again. Turn 
into sterilized bottlés or jars and seal. 


Spiced Pears, 
Half peck pears, 3 pounds sugar, 1 
pint vinegar, 4% ounce ginger root, 
rind of 4% lemon, whole all-spice, stick 
cinnamon, whole cloves. 

Cut the pears in half, remove the 
seeds and pare. Into each piece of 
pear stjck three or four cloves, Make 
a syrup of the vinegar and sugar. 
Divide the cinnamon, all-spice and gin- 
ger into two parts, tie in cheesecloth 
bags and add to syrup. When the 
syrup begins to simmer add the pears 
and lemon rind. Bring to the boiling 
point, remove from fire and turn into 
a stone jar. Cover and stand in a 
cool place over night. 

Next day bring the mixture to the 
boiling point, again place in the stone 
jar and let stand over night. The 
following day heat as befote, Do this 
for five consecutive nights. The fol- 
lowing day remove the frult from the 
syrup, heat the syrup and evaporate 
it until there is just enough to cover 
the fruit. Add the fruit to the hot 
syrup, heat to the boiling point, 
then put in glass or stone jars or tum- 
blérs, 

Peaches may be pickled fin the same 
Way as pears: 

It is always well to see that every- 
thing is on hand before beginning to 
work, Fresh spices should be on 
hand, bottles, jars and a good quality 
of pickling vinegar. 

Larger quantities may be prepared 
by proportionatély increasing the 
quantities given, 

These recipes may be a little extra 
trouble to prepare, but the tastiness 


of the product fully repays the effort.
